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New Prime Minister - Sir Anthony 


There was much much enthusiasm in 
Britain over the long expected ap- 
pointment of Sir Anthony Eden as 
Primo Minister. 

He has well earned this regard. 
Ever since — forty years ago — he 
left Eton at the age of 17 to volun- 
teer for the infantry in the first 
world war, he has served his country 
continuously and well. He was an 
adjutant of his battalion at the age 
of 19 — youngest adjutant in the 
British army — and a brigade major 
when he was 21, having in the mean- 
time won the Military Cross by an 
act of exceptional bravery, When 
the war ended he resumed his edu- 
cation and at Christ’s College, Ox- 
ford, took a First Class Honours de- 
gree in Orientai languages, Eden's 

growing interest in politics and par- 
ticularly in foreign affairs led in- 
cevitably — at the age of 26 — to his 
election to Parliament. 

In the House of Commons, Eden 
soon made his mark and it was not 
long before Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
then Foreign Secretary appointed 
him his Parliamentary Private Se- 
cretary and so started him on his 
jong association with the Foreign 
Office. Promotion followed rapidly 
and he threw his heart into his work 
with particular zest as Minister in 
charge of League of Nations affairs 

Eden, saw clearly the dividing line 
between conciliation and appease- 
ment and this brought him to the 
point when, in 1938, rather than to 
further concessions to the bluster 
and threats of Mussolini, he re- 
signed from Neville Chamberlain's 
Government in which he was then 
Foreign Secretary. 

When, later, with the nation at 
war, Churchill became Prime Mini- 
ster and formed his government, 
Eden was — perhaps before all 
others — the man he wanted at his 
right hand, And Eden has been 
there ever since, a Wise and depend- 
able friend and colleague. 

Towards the end of the war and 
before the general clection sent his 
party out of office, Eden's last as- 
signment was to lead the British de- 
legation at San Francisco where the 
plan for the United Nations wa: 
shaped, 

Shortly after that he was out of 
office until 1951, He had not before 
seen in action the organization he 
had helped to design, and on his 
first visit listened with amazement 
and distress to a bitter and violent 
polemical outburst by Mr. Vishinsky.

Notes From D.A.

This spring much of the seed that 
will be sown will be of an inferior 
quality due to the adverse weathe: 
conditions of the past year. Seed 
that has shrunken, weathered or 
damaged kernels is much more sus- 
ceptible to various disease in the 
soil than is strong seed. It is 
very important that this seed b. 
treated with some mercury secd 
treatment, 


The use of these mercury sec. 
treatment chemicals will pay divi- 
dends to the grain growers. Tiiey 
control smut and other soil borne 
diseases, they help to prevent secd 
decay, they protect the seedling. 
against many organisms in the soil 
In addition they also will improv 
the yield by helping to ensure a 
strong and even germinating crop. 

To ensure the best results the seed 
should be cleaned and of a good 
quality. Foliow the directions of the 
manufacturer as to the amounts so 
that an over or under treatment does 
not result, over treatment is not 
good, In the mixing it should be 
thoroughly done to be sure that ai 
of the kernels get a proper dressing 

Formaldehyde will control smui 
but does not offer protection for tli 
seed or seedling from seed rot, seed- 
ling blight, etc. When the seed i. 
weathered badly or damaged to an; 
extent or even if it is just a littic 
weak the treating with formald- 
hyde will retard germination and in 
many cases will kill germination 
it is therefore not recommended a 
a seed treatment. 


Again remember that these mer- 
curic grain treatment chemicals are 
poisonous and as such must be hand- 
led with care. In addition seed that 
has been treated should not be fed 
to livestock and all treated grain 
should be marked 48 such and in- 
dicated poisonous to livestock.

Toothache .. .

Only a fool would contend that 
cancer is less serious than an ach- 
ing tooth. Yet many Canadians who 
have dental check-ups every six 
months never consult a doctor about 
possible cancer symptoms. 

True, cancer is rarer than tooth 
decay. But it is not a remote pos- 
siblity when we consider that one of 
every four Canadians is attacked by 
that disease at some time in life. 

Some cancer danger signals—seven 
in all—can be readily observed and 
should mean an immediate visit to 
a physician, Delay is dangerous. 
Only when cancer is treated in an 
early, localized stage is there a good 
chance of it being cured. 

Other forms of this malady which 
are taking a major toll of lives in 
Canada, are revealed early by signs 
that have meaning only for a doctor. 
That is why the Canadian Cancer 
Society, in a nation-wide education- 
al programme, is stressing the neces- 
sity for periodic medical examina- 
tions for all adults. Men over 45 are 
urged to have chest x-rays twice 
yearly to detect possible lung can- 
cer, and women over 35 to have 
breast and pelvic examinations semi | 
annually,
